I. Claims 1-28, drawn to a method for determining customer motivation in an 
on-line shopping session through determining whether the purchased 
product is related to a prime motivator product, classified in class 705, 
subclass 26. 

II. Claim 29, drawn to a method of determining customer motivations through 
recording the times associated with each purchase selection throughout 
an online shopping session, classified in class 705, subclass 26. 

III. Claim 30, drawn to a method of determining customer motivation through 
maintaining a web page count and recording the web page count 
associated with purchase selections, classified in class 705, subclass 26. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
1. The invention of groups I and II are related as combination and subcombination. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as 
claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for 
patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other 
combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because it is not 
necessary for the invention of group I to record the time of the beginning of an online 
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session and record the time of each purchase selection made throughout an on-line 
sessipn. The subcombination has separate utility such as determining the average time 
between purchase selections at the conclusion of the online shopping session. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

2. The inventions of groups I and III are related as combination and 
subcombination. Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the 
combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed for patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other 
combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because it is not 
necessary for the invention of group I to maintain a count of web pages presented to the 
customer. The subcombination has separate utility such as for each purchase selection 
made during the on-line shopping session, recording the web page count associated 
with the purchase selections. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

3. The inventions of groups II and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as 
usable together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each 
other if they are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, the invention of 
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group III has separate utility such as for each purchase selection made during the on- 
line shopping session, recording the web page count associated with the purchase 
selections. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
